Preliminary Hearing continued yes- 
terday afternoon and this morning 
in Police Court. 


Sergeant Anderson of the 
N. W. M. P. occupied the wit- 
ness box in the hearing of the 
King murder case before Inspec- 
tor Worsley, ali of yesterday 
afternoon. Anderson was in 
command of the Lesser Slave 
Lake post at the time of the sup- 
posed murder and carried on all 
the investigations which led to 
the accusing and arrest of the 
man King. From Sargeant 
Anderson’s story the case is 
beginning to assume an interest 
that most preliminary hearings 


| do not possess. Briefly he told 


the following facts. On the 
afternoon of the 8th of last 
October the chief of the Lesser 
Slave Lake Indian reserve, 
Moostoos came to him asking 
for his assistance in settling 
some difficulty between himself 
and another Indian: So accom- 
panying Moostoos he went over 
to the reserve and attended to 
the matter in question. While 
there he was told by the Indians 
of a couple of men that had been 
camping on the reserve and how 
one of them had disappeared in 
some mysterious manner. At 
first he paid no attention think- 
ing it to be but the result of the 
superstitious mature which all 
ignorant Indians possess. But 
finally he accompanied Moostoos 
to the tormer camp ground of 
the men. Here he found the 
ashes of an unusually large 
camp fire, and where he began to 
look about and scratch in the 
ashes, when all at once he came 
upon several small half burned 
hones. Becoming interested he 
went to work in earnest and 
next found a smali lump of burned 
flesh. Next he uncovered what

The Mayor and Oouneil of the City 
of Edmonton:— 


Gentlemen: 


Herew'th I teg to hand you a 
frelm%iary report of my audit of 
the beoka and acocants of the Cty 
of Bdmocatea, for 2 fie.l year end- 
ing December 3ist, 1934, and in do 
ing so I msoy add that this report 
would have been presented some 
months ago had I been given time 
to prepare it, but my request to 
gain admission ta the office after 
business hours was repeatedly re- 
fused. Since the beginning of the 
present year and owing to a change 
in foy business arrangements I have 
bseh enabled te comple it and in 
presenting it F msy add that I have 
gone to considerable trouble in con- 
strusting a system which I believe 
will mcet the requirements of the 
city’s bus'ficses, as the present way 
in which ths books are kept I oon- 
sder te be inadequate, the resulta 
ebtained being confusing and mis- 
leadhhg. From “the investigations 
thait I have made by referring back 
reveral years [ have no hesita’ion in 
saymg that nothing short of recon- 
struc‘ion of the system sow im vogue 
ana rejuvenition of he methods pra- 
cticed will bring the accountwW toa 
satisfnctory conditign. 

view of this s:atement and to 
make the ma‘ter as clear as pcasible 
I feel ccystrained to first of all 
pomt out what constitutes the aim 
and objet of a sys'em of accounts 
appli able to ‘he basiness {n ques ion 
and then draw your a tenton tothe 
diser puncies between what shcald be 
and what ia praciiced at the presenti 
time, 

Such 2a systtm is divided mainly 
into two parts which I will t-jr-m 
Curmant and Capiial transactions 
T>0 ourrent accounts dtal with the 
verious sources of revenue and the 
dizferent avenues of expendyture of 
each finci } mricd and are the ac- 
ciwnts which ferm (he b2e's of an in 
tellizi ke Le.enue amd Disc ursemeni 
Statemert. 

The revenues are coflectable from 
various sources such as taxes, licen- 
ses, police court fines, market weigh- 
ing fees, sale of real estate, mterest 
ctc,, and are disbursed through var- 
jous accounts esiher in payment of 
eperating expenses or im proouring 
gascts of & more or toss fixed na ure 
euch as fre brigade horses, street 
sprimklor, Cire appliances, tools and

When re enue monesr havs been ex-

I will now deal with the capital 
accounts, by which I mean those ac- 
counts that refer to the purchase of: 
Public utili ies and are paid for by 
the sale of De’en ure Bords. Expen 
ditures are bere ma‘ein he purchase 
of fixed or perme nent asse’s sucht 
as buildings, land, waterworks, elee- 
tic light plaft,etc., and alsoin bonus~ 
ing railways, mills manufactoriesand 
constructing siswerage systems, 
bridges, etc., which I will term ecm- 
current asse‘s. To repay the cost af 
the bonded debt incurred in procar~ 
ing these asse’e an amount must de 
collected eich year by taxation eith- 
er to be deposi.ed in a sink’ng fuud 
or else to fe pid ta the debsitare 
holder if the bo ds are suid on ‘he 
canuty plans in the case of conp 
current asses the amount collected 
and deposited in the sinkihg fund 
plus the ‘eana'ngs for .the year im 
writien off and where the equaljam 
nual payment is made the amount 
of principle repaid is the amoust of

he took tao. be a heart and near 
this some pieces of liver and 
lungs all of which were some- 
what burned. - 

Finding nothing more just 
then he walked about and down 
to the edge of a large slough 
which was near the camp site. 
Seeing nothing unusual there he 
again went back to the camp and 
this time discovered what he took 
to be some blood and brains on 
some straw near the ashes of the 
camp fire. Also in the ashes he 
found the pike end of a canoe 
with the wood nearly burned out. 
Then he retraced his steps to the 
edge of the slough and found a 
camp kettle there which had been 
thrown to one side. (These 
articlés were all brought up and 
identified by the witness.) 

Finding nothing more he went 
back to the post where he spent 
the next day until about evening 
wher hearing that one of the 
men who had formerly been in 
the camp where he had found 
such ghastly relics the previous 
day, was staying at the home of 
Geo. Moran, who liyed near the 
camp, he took with him Con- 
stable Low and went over to 
interview the man, who is now 
the prisoner. He found the 
prisoner sitting in the house and 
telling him what the Indians had 
said asked for information. The 
prisoner said that he had had no 
partner but had been with the 
man Hayward for but a very 
short time the two having me 
on the trail near the reserve and 
Hayward accompanied him to 
the camp. He said that Hay- 
ward had left shortly afterwards 
starting for Sturgeon Lake where 
he was going on a prospecting 
trip. Prisoner told him(witness) 
that he didn’t know the name of 
deceased nor anything about him 
{except as stated.) He (prisoner) 
had corae from Edmonton, which 
he had left but a. few days pre- 
viously. 

Being unable to learn any 
more from him Sergeant Ander- 
son claims to have left kim sup- 
posing him to have heen smug- 
gling’ whiskey but not at all 
positive tha he had been guilty 
of anything worse until the next 
day when after sending a couple 
of constables over the Sturgeon 
Lake trail to try and locate the 
m‘ssing man he went over to the 


» F dson. Bay post. Here he 


entered into coriversation with a 
half-breed and from what he 
told him he decided to arrest the 
man King. ‘This he proceeded 
to do after securing the assistance 
of Constable Low. He took the 
prisoner to the barracks. 

Then he enumerated the arti- 
cles found on prisoner, among 
which was a letter addressed to 
Chas. King, alsoa pocket book 
containing about $60 in notes 
and some silver, and also 3 keys 
upon which the prosecution 
seemed to lay considerable im- 

tance. 

Henry Hayward, brother of 
deceased was called upon but 
could identify none of these as 
having belonged to the missing 
man. : 

Sergeant Anderson then went 
on to tell how the next day he 
went down toa slough near the 
camp site and there hired some 
Indians to go in and feel the 
bottom ot the slough with their 
feet to try and find what might 
be there.
